(Metasequoia Glyptostroboides) 


A most unusual tree, recently introduced 
in America, or more correctly, reintroduced, 
as fossils from Elko, Nevada, show that this 
tree existed in North America a great many 
years ago. 

In 1941 a Japanese paleobotanist described 
Metasequoia from fossil specimens at a time 
when the tree was believed to be extinct. 
Three years later, several large specimens 
were discovered growing in a remote village 
in Central. China. Shortly after this discovery 
Dr. E. D. Merrill of the Arnold Arboretum, 
Harvard University, contacted Dr. W. C. 
Cheng, a Chinese Forester at Nanking and 
arranged for seeds to be sent to him for 
propagation. 

The seedlings vary greatly in their growth, 
some attaining as much as 4 feet of growth 


in one summer, but others about half as 
much. A seven-year-old specimen in North- 
ampton, Mass., 1s already 20 feet tall. 


‘This tree grows in open or half shaded 
locations, but seems to thrive best when 
planted along streams or close to abundant 
water supply. It is hardy throughout the 
country, and appears to have no special soil 
preference. 


The foliage is deciduous, bright apple- 
green, and about one-half inch long. It is a 
cone-bearing tree, resembling the Bald Cy- 
press of the southern swamps. Cones are 
freely produced on 8 to 10-year-old trees, 
globose, mostly about | inch across.
